Amendment 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on June 1, 2007. Currently, claims 97- 
5 100 remain in the examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 97-100 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 

10 directed at a hand-supportable digital barcode reader comprising a housing; an object detection 
subsystem; an automatically-activated laser scanning 2-D bar code symbol reading mechanism 
wherein the symbol reading mechanism further includes an audible data capture buffering 
indicator which generates audible feedback signal until all lines of the scan data associated with 
the 2-D bar code symbol have been collected in the buffer memory. Such hand-supportable 2-D 

15 bar code symbol reading system is not disclosed or suggested by the cited references.
